If the 
seventy-eight delegates claimed by them to be fraudulent are seated, 
the Roosevelt forces will remain in the convention until the end, 
but will not vote.

THEFT MUST NOT BE FACTOR 
‘. JIN NOMINATION OF PRESIDENT 


“The caucus passed unanimously a 
resolution introduced by Henry Allen, 
of Kansas,”’ said Colonel Roosevelt, in 
explaining the situation. - ! 

“This resolition was to the effect 
that the republican party would not 
submit to having the nomiffation for 
president determined’ by theft, and if 
the convention declines to. seat the 
delegates fraudulently unseated by the 
national committee, the Roosevelt del- 
egates would decline’ to be’ bound by 
any action of the convention. 

“A second resolution was passed later 
stipulating that the Roosevelt dele- 
gates would take part in the conven- 
tion if the 78 delegates to which we 
are entitled were seated, and if they 
were not seated they would remain in 
the convention and‘ not participate in 
it.": 

The text of these resolutions was not 
made public. - ‘ 

Colonel Roosevelt explained that the 
action of the caucus did not mean 
that any delegates would bolt, but 
they reserved the right to take what 
course they preferred as to leaving 
the convention, Roosevelt leaders said 
it was the unanimous decision of their 
men that they would not quit the hall. 
They will remain in their seats while 
the Taft program is carried through, 
they said, and when the convention is 
over will continue to hold their seats 
and proceed to effect their own organ- 
ization. 

Colonel Roosevelt made it plain that 
he would not support any compromise 
candidate nominated by the convention 
as at present constituted. He de- 
clined to make any statement in re- 
gard to Governor Hadley or any other 
individual, confining himself to an ex- 
planation of his general position. 

“Any man nominated by this conven- 
tion as now composed,’ he reiterated, 
“will not be tolerated by the Roose- 
velt delegates.” 

No definite statement could be ob- 
tained from the Roosevelt leaders as 
to the number of delegates they be- 
lieved wpuld support this program. 
They expressed confidence that there 
would be no serious defections. 
SHREWD MOVE BEING CLAIMED 

BY SUPPORTERS OF ROOSEVELT 

It was explained that one of the 
chief reasons of the Roosevelt dele- 
Sates for deciding not to withdraw 
from the convention was the action 
taken today by the rules committee, 
which would enable the national com- 
mittee to fill the seats thus vacated by 
the reelection of other delegates. 

The plan of action adopted by the 
Roosevelt leaders is an abrupt change 
from the position taken by Colonel 
Roosevelt and his closest associates 
yesterday, but they denied tonight it 
was an admission of weakness on their 
part, or that their decision not to bolt 
Was because they could not obtain the 
support of a sufficient number of dele- 
gates. 

“This is the shrewdest move we have 
made,” said one of the Roosevelt lead- 
ers. “It will enable us to hold a gen- 
vine republican convention without 
having it said that. we have bolted. 
Every act of the convention which is 
accomplished by fraudulent votes is 
illegal. The action of the fraudulently 
elected chaifman in declaring the con- 
vention finally adjourned, will, there- 
fore, be illegal, and we shall decline 
to recognize it, as we shall every other 
act of the convention. We will remain 
in our seats and proceed with the nom- 
ination of Theodore Roosevelt, after 
having seated the 78 Roosevelt dele- 
gates who are entitled to seats and 
who have been excluded.” 

After Colonel Roosevelt discussed the 
tense situation of the afternoon, he 
had among his callers Governor 
Stubbs. of Kansas. They conferred for 
some time. When the governor had 
left the conference room, he, too, an- 
nounced that “there will be no bolt.” 

“This talk of a bolt is foolish,” said 
Governor Stubbs, “Colonel Rooseveit 
never talked about a bolt.” 

ASKED TO DEFINE DIFFERENCE 
BETWEEN “BOLT” AND “SPLIT” 

“Is there a difference,” the governor 
was asked, “between a bolt and a 
‘split’ in the party?” 

‘"That is a question which the colo- 
nel should answer himself,’” said the 
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governor. “I have talked to Mr. Roosge- 
velt many times during the last few 
days, and I have just.talked with him 
now. Never has he mentioned/the gub- 
ject of a bolt. Of course, there Ras 
been much talk of the Roogevelt forces 
bolting, and that has affected the dele- 
ations. It has affected my state. 

“But | want to say that the delega- 
tion from my state has decided that it 
will not bolt this convention.” 

“When did the Kansas delegation 
take this action?” the governor was 
asked. 

“The Kansas delegation voted today 
that it would sot. boit,” said Gov- 
érnor Stubbs, — : 

“What about a compromise candi- 
date?” 

“There can be no compromise candi- 
date, so far as we are concerned,” the 
governor replied. 

After the late afternoon conference 
in the Florentine room of the Con- 
Sress hotel, where the Roosevelt state 
delegates and campaign leaders coun- 
seled together, this formal statement 
was issued from Campaign Manager 
Dixon's headquarters: 

“The Roosevelt delegates at the 
meeting in the Florentine room this 
afternoon decided that they will not 
permit the title to the presidency of 
the United Stateg to be stolen. 


from the roll of delegates the names 
fraudulently placed thereon by the na- 
tional committee, the Roosevelt forces 
will refuse to be bound by the action 
of the convention.” 

“The Roosevelt camp has gradually 
divided into two groups,” said George 
L., Record, of New Jersey, tonight. “A 
new party is in the process of birth. 
As to the immediate steps to be taken 
to usher in this new party there are 
almost as many opinions as there are 
men. One group is satisfied to beat 
Taft and have a moderately progress- 
ive candidate nominated. The second 
Sroup believes that the setting aside 
of Roosevelt after he has carried the 
primaries would in itself be a victorv 
for the reactionaries and the stand- 
patters. If a compromise ticket is the 
outcome we must wait for other times 
and other conditions to shape the new 
movement. If Roosevelt takes the 
field as a candidate under whatever 
party name, the new party is born.” 
TWO EXTREMES OF OPINION 

IN THE CAMP OF ROOSEVELT 


In an interview published here to- 
night William Allen White, of Kansas, 
a Roosevelt adherent, said: 

“Broadly speaking, those 
interested in politics at 
like Stubbs, Bristow and 
Kansas; Governors Aldrich, of Ne- 
braska; Hadley, of Missouri; Glass- 
cock, of West Virginia, the men from 
the Dakotas and Minnesota, Deneen, 
of Illinois—are forsaking the nomi- 
nation regular. They already have 
captured the republican organizations 
in their states and they have an ac- 
tive, effective party that is as pro- 
'‘Sressive as any new party could be. 
They have no wish to scuttle it. They 
desire Roosevelt's nomination to come 
regularly. 

“On the other hand, men like Gar- 
field, Pinchot, Medill McCormick Bevr- 
eridge, the Massachusetts contingent 
and most of the New Englanders—ex- 
cepting Governor Bass—do not control 
their party organizations at home and 
Wil] do better ghting outside’ the 
party. The two. ciasses of men here- 
with noted represent the extremes of 
Opinion in the colonel’s councils. There 
are intermediary views and conflicting 
views.” 

While leaders of the Roosevelt 
forces were hastening in and out of 
the ex-president’s offices tonight, the 
colonel was in seclusion. His secre- 
tary said late in the evening he was in 
his rooms with Mrs. Roosevelt, and 
that he diq not know whether the 
colonel was to see any of his leaders. 

A report that Roosevelt would leave 
for New York tomorrow. was passed 
about among the crowds which 
thronged the corridors, but his secre- 
tary said there was no foundation for 
it. The coloned did not leave his hotel 
during the day. 

“Absolutey no bolt,” was the decla- 
ration of scores of the delegates and 
leaders of the Roosevelt forces when 
they left the night caucus, which 
Colonel Roosevelt addressed briefly. 

“We will go into the convention and 
fight it out, and in the end Colonel 
Roosevelt will be nominated,” said 
Governor StuDbs, of Kansas, after the 
night caucus was over. 

“We've got to do something with 
Governor Johnson,” exclaimed a dele- 
fate as he rushed up to the party 
leaders. “He has to be called off. He 
must not bolt.” 

“Oh, Johnson will be ali right,” was 
the unanimous reply. | 

It developed, however, that the Cali- 
fornia governor had continued his in- 
sistent demand that all the Roogevelt 
delegates bolt at once. But he failed. 


NO THIRD CANDIDATE 
SAY TAFT SUPPORTERS 


While events of the last twenty-four 
hours have done much to diminish talk 
of a third candidate, there still is some 
compromisé talk. It fails, however, to 
crystallize, and apparently is largely 
the expression of favorite son aspira- 
tion by the mass of the delegates. 

This compromise talk was the text 
of a statement given out by William 
}Barnes, Jr., tonight, which stated, 
witheut equivocation, that the Taft 
people were not considering now, and 
would not consider any compromise.

Chicago, June 20.—Five minutes was 
the entire duration of the two ses- 
sions of the republican- national con- 
vention today with a recess of four 
hours between. The first session cun- 
vened at noon, lasting four minutes; 
the second convened at 4 o'clock and 
lasted one minute, ee 

The feature of the noon session was 
the prayer of the Very Rev. Walter 
T. Sumner, dean of the Protestant 
Episcopal Cathedral of Saints Peter 
and Paul, of Chicago, and the applause 
which followed it. : 

He Prayed for Self Restraint. 

This prayer differed from that ef- 
fered at the opening session on Tues- 
day, when Father Callaghan adhere:l 
strictly to the usual form of the Ro- 
man Catholie ritual, ikewise from the 
invocation yesterday by Rabbi Stelz, 
which was colorbess and general in its 
terms, 

Dean Sumner dealt quite 
with the sensati@mal factional 
present in the minds of every 
in the enormous audience in whose bo- 
half he spoke and prayed that thera 
should be granted to the members of 
the convention “self-restraint, cool

Pandemonium of Cheering. 

Almost with the fall of Chairman 
Root’s gavel there broke out a pan- 
demonium of cheering which lasted 
almost as long as that of yesterday. 
It had scarcely a definite cause though 
its immediate cause was the effort of 
a man in the west gallery to swing 
the great gathering into unison wit” 
the cry “we want Teddy.” 

It started all right, but almost imn- 
mediately the La Follette, Hadley anal 
Cummins enthusiasts began an oppe- 
sition turmoil with the result that in 
less than a minute there was simply 
one meaningless chaos of nolse. Pres- 
ently a group of men in the south 
gallery back of the platfrom brought 
four or five megaphones into play 
with “We want Taft.” ; 

A smashing rainstorm was in prog- 
resg outside so the people simply stood 
where they were and shouted, each to 
his taste. 

Under cover of the racket and at 
first unnoticed by the crowd th23-e 
began to gather on the platform a 
body of big policemen; first one, then 
another, then three; till in a few 
minutes there were ranged along the 
curved edge and at the back of th:2 
Platform some twenty police. And 
they were under personal command of 
Assistant Chief Schuettler. 

Conspicuous Show of Force. 

Then it began to be noticed -that 
Chairman Root, Secretary Gleason, 
Sergeant-at-Arms Stone and his as- 
sistant, Colonel Thaye, had never left 
the platform. And the crowd began 
to understand the reason for this con- 
spicuous show cf force. 

One of the reasons for the immense 
crowd which had gathered today was 
the general impression that Colonel 
Roosevelt would come to the conven- 
tion and make a speech; also there 
was sonsiderable reason to assume from 
the morning newspapers that today 
much dis-

cussed battle between 
perhaps a bolt of the Roosevelt 
herents; possibly an attempt to hold 
a rival convention simultaneously on 
the floor of the same hall. The police 
force had been almost doubled and !n 
the morning Chief of Police McWeeney 
had taken personal command. To the 
person uninformed as to the swiftly 
changing developments of the day the 
promise of excitement was exception- 
ally alluring. 

The crowd which waited for the 
storm to cease was good-humored, but 
it was a situation full of possibilities 
end the convention officials were tak- 
ing no chances. Assistant Chief 
Schuettler was loath to turn the peo-| 
ple out into the storm. 80, for a good 
deal’ more than an hour the police 
guard surrounded the platform and the 
convention officers Kept their places 
on the etage while the crowd yelled 
itself tired, 

Police Edged the People . Out. 

At last the rain began to slacken 
and the police “got busy” at once, 
gently but grimly edging the peopic 
out.e By that time they were ready 
oO gO. 

In the coliseum annex the credentials 
committee was hearing the first of the 
contests. It was Word from the com- 
mittee that the work could not be fin- 
ished in time for any session today 
that brought about the quick adjourn- 
ment. Whether business will proceed 
tomorrow when the convention is 
called to order at 11 a. m. will, de- 
pend chiefly on whether the expected 
all-night session of the credentials 
committee completes the work of pre- 
paring the roll of the convention.

Harry S. New expressed the belief 
this afternoon that the convention 
would be unable to finish its work this 
week and would haveto adjourn Over 
Sunday. 

Holding to Their Seats. 

When the doors of the Coliseum 
were again thrown open at 2 p. m., 
with still two hours to spare before 
the gavel should fall, the people be- 
gan to pour in rapidly. At least a 
thousand never had left their seats at 
all. No man or woman who went 
through that struggle for admission 
this morning could face without a 
qualm the prospect of repeating it— 
the same day and way. So there Was 
a good-sized audience all through the 
long wait to hear tne band, which in 
its lofty little box between the bi 
flags upon the north wall enlivened 
the interval with popular music. 

The heat and humidity of the day 
increaseq after noon and men began 
to shed their coats. Thus far Chica- 
go has given the convention delight- 
ful coolness, contrasting most agree- 
ably with the smothering humidity of 
the last few days of republican con- 
vention week four years ago. Ags the 
afternoon wore on the ‘vestern sky 
threatened a thunderstorm. 

It began to rain sharply at 3 
o'clock.

A few were fortunate 
enough to have umbrellas raised above 
them. Open skylights let rain in 
upon the people all along the center of 
the hall; on the west side the water 
blew in through the windows. Um- 
brellas were opened all over tie hall. 
But, wet or dry, nobody would take 
the chance of losing his seat. 

By 3:30 o'clock the rain had ceased, 
The galleries were nearly filled. 

La Follette Boomers Busy. 

La Follette enthusiasts during the 
recess distributed hundreds of little 
fans made of material, such that 
rapped with a lead pencil, it would 
make a drum-like noise. One side 
bore a picture of the Wisconsin man, 
the other a printed list of the achleve- 
ments attributed to him, The fans 
were in eager demand, if only because 
of the increasing heat.

LABOR OFFERS PLANKS 
FOR PARTY PLATFORMS 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, June 20.—(Spectal.)— 
Organized labor wiil seek to have.a 
planK incorporated in the democratic 
platform adopted at Baltimore de- 
claring for the principle incorporated 
in the Bacon-Bartlett bil] recently in- 
troduced in cong: to exempt labor 
organizations from the operation of 
the Sherman anti-trust law and. to 
curb the power. of federal judges to 
issue injunctions in labor disputes. 
President Samuel Gompers, who is now 
in Chicago to present the demands of 
labor to the resolutiong committee of 
the republican convention, serves no- 
tice that the attitude of labor in the 
present campaign will be decided by 
the treatment received at the hands 
of the two parties. 

The Bacon-Bartlett bill was framed 
by the two Georgia congressmen after 
conference with Jerome Jones, president 
of the Géorgia State Federation of 
Labor, and meets the entire approval 
of the national labor leaders. Al- 
though Representative Bartlett secured 
a favorable report on his bill from the 
committee on labor, and it is now on 
the calendar, no action has yet been 
taken by the house. In the senate the 
bill is still pending in the judiclary 
committee. resident Gompers ex- 
presses the fear that no action will 
be taken at this se: ion of cungress. 
He intimateg that if the democratic 
house should pass the bill, and the re- 
publican senate delay action, it would 
have a tremendous influence with la- 
bor men. Mr. Gompers is opposed to 
President Taft, and is personally 
friendy to Mr. Roosevelt. : 

Another plank which it ig under- 
stood that labor forces wil] ask is a 
law prohibiting the shipment of prison- 
made goodg from one state to an- 
other. A bill on this subject is pend- 
ing in congress, but it is not believed 
taht it wil] pass. The @xtension of the 
eight-hour law, which has been urged 
by the American Federation of Labor 
for years, recently passed both houses 
of congress, and the labor leaders are 
satisfied on that point. The creation 
of postal savings banks, which was 
one of the insistent demandg made by 
the labor forces four years ago, has 
been effected, so that it is left out of 
labor's program this year.

City Council Takes Definite 
Action After Two Years of 
Agitation — Proposed Expo- 
sition Is Also Favorably Act- 
ed Upon. 


After two"years of agitation council 
yesterday passed a resolution request- 


ing the legislature to authorize a, 
charter amendment granting taxpayers! 
the right to appeal from the decisions 
of the tax assessors. 

This measure was first proposed, it 
was stated, by Mayor Winn, in his} 
inaugural address, and soon after a’ 
resolution similar to the one adopted, 
yesterday was put before council by 
Alderman Candler. It was designed-to 
give both the grieved property owner 
and the aksessors a chance to be heard 
before the tax committee of council 
itself, requiring the property owner 
to make his complaint in writing un- 
der oath. There is no appeal now, the 
word of the three assessors being final. | 

“If this is passed it renders ame | 
on whom it places the responsibility 
too liable to cater to popularity,” sald 
Alderman Hatcher, leading the attack 
on the resolution. “I think there 
sRhould be a board of appeals, say, but 
not elected by the people, as such offi- 
clals would be influenced by the desire 
for the votes of complaining citizens. 
I do not think the final decision should 
be made by council.” 

“Council members are not experts, 
and cannot judge of the fluctuating ' 
values of real estate with accuracy,” 
said Councilman Boynton, following 
Alderman Hatcher. ‘Furthermore, in! 
order t oraise money for the city, they | 
might assess every piece of property. 
at 100 cents on the dollar, We need a 
non-partisan jury.” 

Alderman Chambers defended the| 
resolution, saying that there was al- 
ready a widespread sentiment in favor | 
of it among the people, which would } 
become an insistent demand unless 
granted soon. 

‘T think the plan as drawn up is 
the best we could possibly get, and 
Atlanta must have some such remedy, 
as she is now the only important 
southern city without,’ said Alderman 
Candler. “It gives both sides a fair] 
hearing, throws safeguards around the | 
making of cOmplaints, and gives such | 
publicity as will allow every man to 
know if he is being “treated justly as 
cor.pared with his neighbors.” 

Plan for Exposition. 

Another important charter amend- 
ment favorably acted on by council] 
was the proposal to transfer the Lake- 
wood property, the site of Atianta 8 
first waterworks plant, to a company 
of prominent Atlantans, for the pur- 
pose of improving it with permanent) 
buildings and establishing an exposi- | 
tion of Atlanta industries similar to. 
those in Dallas, Texas, and Toronto,’ 
Canada. The movement was begu@ 
by the chamber of commerce. If the 
resolution is favorably voted on by 
the legislature the matter stil] hag to 
be voted on by the people. 

Under the terms of the transfer, the 
company shall issuv not more than 
$500,000 in bonds, to be expended in 
improvements, and in addition shall 
further expend a sum not less than 
40 per cent of the bond issue in other 
improvements and exhibits. After the 
construction of the buildings council 
has the privilege of buying back the 
property for not more than the amount 
of the bond issue, securing all the im- 
provements without any liabilities. 

The only charter amendment voted 
down was the one providing pensions 
of not more than $100 a month to city 
employees who have served for not 
less than twenty years continuously. 

Many Other Matters. 

Other resolutions offered at the 
meeting and favorably voted on re- 
quested for council the power to cOn- 
trol and accept or reject the licenses 
of hotels and dance halls, ag recom- 
mended by the vice commission; to 
supervise and issue licenses to locker 
clubs; extending police and health 
regulations to include city sewers and 
purification plants outside the actual 
city limits; to construct a sanitary 
sewer system through the streets and 
to make the park board one of the 
charter boards of the city.
